FEAR THE CANARIES 
WILL BE ATTACKED. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, May 7.—The pessibilit# of an 
attack by an American fleet upon the Ca- 
nary Isiands has caused an uneasy feeling 
in Liverpool, where extensive interests in 
the Canaries are held, says the London cor- 
respondent of the World. 

The Liverpool correspondent of the Dally 
Chronicle telegraphs: 

“I have ascertained that the possibility 
of such an attack Is by no means discount- 
ed by well-informed persons. Indeed, it is 
looked upon rather as a’ probability than 
otherwise. I find also that Spain will not 
leave the Canaries unprotected. There is 
an enormous quantity. of coal there—larger 
than at any time in years past. 

“The military authorities are taking pos- 
of buildings belonging to MBMritish 
firms, and when asked for payment neither 
pav nor give a ‘thank you.’ 

“In view or possible earl ycomplications it 
is adv:sable to state that although the ma- 
jority of the most importan: places on the 
Canaries are he!d by British capital, they 
virtually are Spanish because the Spanis} 
Government iftsists upon all land and busi- 
ness being registered under a Spanish name. 
So, to all intents and. purposes, a British 
enterprise in the Canaries is Spanish. The 
Syanish Government is making the most 
dozperate efforts to raise revenue how and 
whenever it can do so. The government has 
sold hy ®uction a monopoly of gunpowder, 
arms ard ammunition toa certain syndicate 
ata fabulous sum. Another syndicate has 
purchased a monopoly of paints, oils, ete. 
In a like manner a tax has been levied upon 
al! the siver mines, 

“Tt 's bel®ved in well-informed circles on 
reliable information that the Spanteh gov- 
ernment has specific designs upon the Snan- 
ish copper miner, the most important of 
which are at Tharsus and R’o Tinto, worked 
in the main by foreign capital, and which 
have hitherto entirely. escaped.”

Commodore Dewey's. victory in Manila Harbor -was more 
coniplete than was at first believed. Without any (lamage to 
his own ships he destroyed the Spanish fleet, consis;ting of 11 
vessels. He silenced the -batteries. Only a few Ame-ricans 
were wounded, while 200 Spaniards were killeao' and 409 
wounded. 

The thoroughness of the work indicates intbecilitsr among the 
Snaniards. It is incredible that men who have any of the 
qualities needed in war should be so helpless as ‘fhey seem to 
have heen. Nothing short of utter degeneracy can account 
for the failure of the Spaniards to do anything to. sustain their 
reputation as fighters, except to die, which, it must “be ad- 
mitted, they did bravely. 

On the other hand, the Americans appear 
because of the weakness of their adversaries. They sailed into 
Manila harbor under the sgsuns of land batteries of 
powers they were ignorant, they picked thefr way through 
waters which were reported to be alive with: mines and tor- 
pedoes, and faced a fleet which though infen'or in class was 
the more numerous and had the support of tlae- Manila forts. 

To a considerable degree the battle was one of machines, 
but to a greater degree was it a 
contest between t\@ grades of manhood, atnd the best men 
triumphed. Moreover it should not be forgotten that the 
best men contrive sooner or later to make thie best machines, 

The Americans had right on their side, «nd in the great 
moments of history might ranges itself on the side of right. 
The battle of Manila was a victory of civilization over barbar- 
ism, of humanity against brutality.

Adjutant-Genera: Bell has been as gener- 
ous with the 2d as he could consistently 
be and not lay himself open to the charge 
of favoritism. Yesterday afternoon. when 
the 2d had its tents pitched the ailotment 
was 13 bales of straw for every 4 tents, 
Caffee managed to notify Gen. Bell 
that the apportionment was shamefuliy 
small, especialy when the heavy rains of 
the afternoon and night before were taken 
into consideration, and the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral immediately increased the straw sup- 
piy upon his own responsibility. He also 
took it upon himself to send a few extra 
blankets, but his generosity did. not’ go so 
far that there were not hundreds of men 
in camp whose teeth chattered all night 
like a Spanish dancer's’ castinets. One 
bianket to two big men is sparse protec- 
tion on nights such as have just been 
passed : 

As for the feeding of the volunteers, five 
of the 2d Regiment companies are here 
Without their mess outfits and are eating 
when and how they can. The post exchange 
and canteen have been doing a Dawson 
City trade in ham and eggs and a suspicious 
article of coffee, and the sandwich women 
who invaded the camp yesterday are retired 
Hetty Greens by now. A small boy w:tha 
basket containing the unheard-of combi- 
nation of graham bread, ham sandwiches 
and peanuts made his first appearance @n 
the hill occupied by the 2d this morning at 
6 o’clock, and he was welcomed as a life- 
saver. Peanuts for breakfast are not 
be found upon the bill of fare at fashiona- 
ble hotels. but that is no sign they are not 
to be relished as a breakfast dish. The 
hungry men who closed in on the Httle fel- 
low with a basket ate them as they were 
never eaten and entloyed be ore, 

Col. Caffee looked up from a tincup of 
hot coffee early this morning and observed 
to the Po:«t-Dispatch representative that In 
all his military experience he had never 
gone tnto camp before under such adverse 
conditions, 

“T thought we were going to be provided 
for,”’ said the Colonel, “but I find we had 
too much confidence.’’ 

It is noted, though, that with all the hard- 
ship the men are not grumbling. On the 
other hand they accept the situation philo- 
sophically and some of them even manage 
to get a little fun out of the situation.

One need spend only a night fh camp to 
see that the citizen soldiers are being pro- 
Vided for on a seale of economy that ap- 
proaches actual poverty. The hands of the 
ofticers of both regiments are tied. They 
have stretched the resources at their 
mand to the uttermost, but the little thev 
have to offer goes a very small way toward 
supply ng the wants of the men. 

Otfigers of the Ist Regiment are out- 
spoken in their condeennation of the course 
pursued by the regular army officers de- 
tailed to look after the camp. Privates 
also place the blame on their shoulders. 
The few comforts and most of the neces- 
be found in the regiment's’ camp 
are provided by friends of the boys or 
paid for out of the officers’ a

the morning they rise from their beds 
sleepy. 

Of course, the boys were prepared for 
hardships, but they did not count on suffer- 
ing the effects of mismanagement, Blankets 
Were Wistributed on the basis of one for 
three men. Food ts doled out on much the 
Same scale, 

The boys who do guard duty not only re- 
main awake 24 consecutive hours, but, asa 
rule, they go hungry the same length of 
time, No attempt is made to feed all of the 
men in camp. Food is distributed sparingly, 
on @ basis of 81 men to a company. Most of 
the companies have more than 90 men. In 
Company K 101 volunteers are on the list. 
None of the men have their appetites sat- 
isfled. The’ guards, who cannot reach the 
regu:ar mess, usually dine on scraps of 
bread and weak coffee, is there is any left. 

The beef is tough and ugually poorly pre- 
pared, as none of the companies have en- 
listed cooks, St. Louis -visitors at the camp 
cannot conceal] their indignation at the to- 
tally inadequate provisions for the men. 

Sandford W. Noribrop, well known in L. 
A. W. and club circles, said to a Post-Dis- 
atch reporter, after going through the Ist 
Regiment camp: 

“The families of these boys have no idea 
how they are being treated by the regular 
army officials. If they did there would be a 
vigorous protest. I never saw a camp of 
1000 men so poorly provided for. No blame 
can attach to the officers of the Ist. The 
Government is simply falling to keep its 
compact.” 

The men are still cheerful, but some of 
them show tell-tale traces of the hardships 
through which they have passed. Com- 
plaints are growing more frequent. They 
do not alwuys come from men in the ranks. 
The officers, from Col. Baitdorf down, fare 
little better than the men. 

Gradually the gayety of the camp is les- 
sening. The songs have less volume and 
spirit. Fewer-men emerge from their tents 
at recreation hour and more at sick call. 

Officers of the camp have decided to not 
let the public know who of the men are ill. 
The surgeons were instructed Saturday to 
withhold this information from the news- 


apers. 
Officers of companies and the men them- 
selves were similarly instructed. Satur- 
day’s sick list was lateer than any since 
the opening of the encampment. 

It was extremely cold in camp Saturday 
night. Many of the boys built campfires 
in front of their tents after supper, but 
military orders required that they be extin- 
guished at the sound of taps. 


WILD CHEERS FOR DEWEY. 


An Impressive Sc2ne When the News 
Reached Camp. 

Despite the fact that they were tired and 

hungry the troops at Jefferson Barracks 

went wild when they heard the details of 


Dewey’s victory Saturday and learned 
what a glorious triumph it was. 

A telegram that reached the post stated 
simply that Dewey had reported that all 
was well. This reached the canteen and 
from there was carried to the camp. 

The information was just enough to whet 
the boys’ curiosity, but not sufficient to 
arouse genuine enthusiasm. 

It was not until the Post-Dispatch extras 
reached the white city that pandemonium 
broke loose. 

From all quarters of the camp there was 
a rush for the newsboys. The boys scanned 
the headlines eagerly. When the full import 
of the American commodore’s victory 
dawned on the boys there was a demon- 
stration that made that of Friday, when 
the 2d Regiment arrived, pale into insignifi- 
cance. 

Those who —— the first papers ran 
up and down the lines of tents spreading 
the news. 

From tent after tent bluecoats emerged, 
chenesen wildly as they crawled between the 
aps. 
Each company had a demonstration of its 
own.

THE VETERAN TEAMSTER. 


Capt. John McBurney Holds the Posi- 
tion of Honor. 

Those who know the world only on its 
humdrum side can have no conception of a 
phase of life to be seen at Jefferson Bar- 
racks, es it has not been secn in 35 years. 


Queer sights and sounds will meet the 
eye and ear of the v'sitor to the mule camp. 
It is a rendezvous of men of 
nerve and muscle, service-hardened 
stalwarts who scorn pain and know 
not fear, men of a class never men- 
tioned in history, yet without whom the 
wars of the world could not be fought. 

The army t‘amster is often a giant; more 
often an Apllo, and always a good fellow 
in his uncouth, husky way. 

He works harder and lives longer than 
three generations of army mules and dies 
with a gleam in his eye. 

No better commentary on the imperv'ous- 
ness of the army teamster could be found 
than is presented In the person of the man 
who has charge of the teamsters’ camp at 
Jefferson Baracks. ; 

One who has seen the army teamster and 
knows what a camp of more than 200 hardy 
specimens of the ae gs means, would pic- 
ture the ruler of that camp as a Gollath in 
physique and overbearing nature. He would 
not picture as the holder of such a position 
@ man smal! of stature and advanced in 
years; a man of 65, with whitened hair and 
mustache; a man that one of the brawny 
teamsters could crush in the crook of his 
elbow. 

Such a man is John McBurney, chief of 
the United States’ great and only mule and 
transportation supply depot. He took charge 
of the camp three weeks ago, and from the 
day he got his appointment from Capt. 
Knight his word was law. Not one of 212 
steel-hardened men has muttered at his 
commands. If he were a tenderfoot they 
would not submit to his rule for 24 hours. 
They pespect him because he has seen the 


man’s '!n camp, These sturdy men judge their 
fellows by their muscle, by the manly set cf 
their jaws, by the spirit in their eyes. All 
these has old John McBurney. He !s as un- 
like the city bred man of 6 as skimmed 
milk is like mescal. 

His face is ruddy, his teeth are whole, 
his smile is bright and he has the ambi- 
tion of a youth. This spirit prompted h'm 
to volunteer as chief of teamsters when 
war was threatened. Cant. Knight exam- 
ined his credentials, looked him over with 
the practiced eye of an army officer and 
made him king of as rugged a lot of men 
as ever gathered for any purpose.
